west of downtown Lawrence in a residential zome. Its facade orientation is tro the east.

The structure exhibits common bond brick walls, double coursed brick relieving

arches above most of the window and door openlngs., an unorpamented wopden fascia board

below the eaves, and many original door and window surrounds and interior moujdings;

Early Twentieth Century alterations to the building include the addition of the front

porch and the removal of the staircase. The current staircase and front door are sympa-
thetic replacements. There are three rooms on each floor.
The Dﬁdley Wiggins Bouse maintains a relatively high degree of structural integrity

‘but existing and planned alterations jeopardize its architectural integrity.



Register of Historic Kansas Places

Significance The Dudley Wiggins Hggse'(ga. 1863, 1924) is being nominated to the Register

of Historic Kansas Places for its historical association with Dudley Wiggins, a master

mason active in Lawrence from 1858 until 1880. Wiggins (1832-7), a New Hampshire native,

came to Lawrernce in 1858 and is credited with the construction of many of the community's

early residences and commercial buildings. It appears that Wiggins constructed the

840 W. 21st. street property as a speculative investment, as he gold it to Samuel Cox in

1867. No other properties credited to Wiggins have been documented through either the

State or National Register process. Wiggins was also a farmer, active in a dairy business

west of Lawrence with his son during the 1880s,
